Mr. Bums estimated that 
100 or more farmers will take part 
I in ten ton-Mtter contest» as com­ 
pared with an enrollment of 73 in 
192f>. 
Cash prises exceeding $1,000 are 
being offered this year to stimu­ 
late this 
development, ‘ he 
said. 
Mobile county has raised $500 to 
encourage the work in that sec 
tion, while the Montgomery stock 
yard» is offering $600 to be award 
ed at a ton-litter show to be held 
in Montgomery next fall. 
In addi 
tion special prizes are being offer­ 
ed by hog associations and feed 
manufacturers, said Mr. Burns, who 
believes that 25 or more litters will 
be entered in 
the 
Montgomery 
show. 
The object of this work, he said, 
is to produce a ton of pork from 
one litter hi 180 
days, *or 
six 
I months. 
Litters farrowed between 
February 15 and May 15 will be 
eligible. , q * 
To attain this high goal, Mr 
Burns said that proWTc sows of 
good breeding aro needed in order 
to farrow big litters of vigorous, 
thrifty-growing pigs. 
His feeding 
recommendation is to have a good 
pasture and use as much 
forage 
crops as possible. 
In addition a 
grain mixture of 60 poured* of corn 
meal, 32 pounds of wheat shorts, 
and eight pounds of 60 per cent 
tankage is 
recommended. 
Hogs 
should be fed twice each day with 
as much of this grain mixture as 
they will clean up. 
Together with 
it, a mineral mixture of equal parts 
by weight of salt, lime and char­ 
coal is important, he said.

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AUBURN, Feb. 3— (AP>— A re­ 
duction of 30 per cent in the con­ 
sumption of commercial fertiliser 
fn Alabama this ydar as compared 
with last year is forecast by Dr, 
M. J. Funches*, dean of the agri­ 
cultural 
college at 
Auburn and 
director of the experiment station 
here. 
This reduction, on the basis of 
last year's fertilizer bill to Ala­ 
bama 
farmer* 
will 
amount to 
$6,000,000 at the minimum figure 
with a possible 18,000,600 drop if 
the reduction runs aa high as 49 
per cent, he said. 
Last year Ala­ 
bama’s fertilizer bill was approxi­ 
mately $20,000,000.

Tn making out their income tax 
returns Tor the ycár 1926, taxpay­ 
er^’are advised by thfe Bureau of 
Internal Revenue carefully tb pre­ 
sent their; cláims with regían!i to 
deductions for IbkScsJ'Ttt be'alipw- 
ed such cláims must conform close­ 
ly to the wording of the statute. 
Losses are deductible if incurred 
in a taxpayer’* trade or business, 
in any transaction entered into for 
profit, though not connected with 
the taxpayer’s trade or business, 
or if arising from fires, storms, 
Shipwrecks, or other casualty, or 
by theft, anfr tí not compensated 
for by insurance or otherwise. 
Business losses result, usually, 
from the purchase and sale of mer­ 
chandise. Such losses are ascer­ 
tained 
by 
means 
of inventors, 
which are required whenever in 
the opinion of the Commiásioner 
of Internal Revenue their' use is 
necessary to determine the income 
of any taxpayer. 


The cost of capital assets, less 
adjustment 
for depreciation and 
salvage value* tnay be deducted 
from gross income if their useful 
ness suddenly is terminated, and 
they are disposed of. For example 
a manufacturer may be compelled 
to scrap machinery because it has 
become inadequate or obsolete. He 
may deduct the loss sustained, if 
he has sold, abandoned, or other­ 
wise permanently parted with the 
machinery. 
Such 
loss 
must be 
charged off the books of the tax 
payer and fully explained in his 
income tax return.
